The present end of 
steel is 356 miles from The Pas which 
is 482 miles from Winnipeg From the 
end of steel to Fort Churchill the dis- 
tance is 154 miles. “These is no doubt 
but that this will be accomplished” he 
added. “The road is broken through 
for the 84 miles and the contractors 
are busy erecting camps and getting 
in supplies. By the second week in 
February Mayor J. E Charles, who is 
in charge of the Canadian National 
Railways locating parties had reached 
Mile 100 and was .of course, still push 
ing ahead. He is using’ dog teams.” 

Since there are no means of com- 
munication in the summer Stewart 
and Cameron Ltd., who have the con- 
tract for grading the line, are concen- 
trating during the ‘vinter weeks on the 
task of bringing in supplies and cach- 
ingt hem Mr Gzowski pointed out.

Color of Diamonds Altered by

Simple Power-Control Sw:.ch 

A simple power control for trickle 
chargers and B-eliminators may be 
Obtained by means of a_ switch 
mounted on the wall, or at some 
other convenient place near the 
set.

Substantial advances have been made in 
departments during the year. 


The total net income for the year exceeded 
one hundred million dollars 


The strength and resources of the Company 
have been further enhanced . . 


The high earning power of thé Company’s 
investments has been again demonstrated.
